ever in establishing that fact.” 
The Hains lawyers contended that 
Captain 
Hains’ mental condition is I 
such that lie does not know that An- 
nis is dead. 
There is a possibility, 
should the prisoner’s derangement be 
as palpable as his attorneys declare 
it to be, that the trial may be halted 
pending the appointment of a commis­ 
sion in lunacy before which the cap­ 
tain would be* taken for examination. 
District Attorney DeWltt, wiio will ' 
conduct the prosecution, believes that 
the prisoner is in full possession of 
all his faculties, just as, in his opin- j 
ion, he was at th«* time of th«* killing , 
of Annis. 
In commenting on tin* probable out 
come of the trial, General Hains de­ 
clared that his son was dying, and 
that no matter what the issue of the 
c ase the captain could not be expected 
to live* more than two months. 
"I spent Sunday with him in jail, 
said he. 
"His condition is hopeless. 
He knows nothing of the trial, or of 
the fate of Annis. 
He knows that he 
is still an officer c f th«* United States 
army, but he does not appreciate why 
it is that he is not with his regiment. 
I do not 
b e l i e v e he can live two 
months more, no matter what the out 
come of the trial is.’*

were released and permitted to return 
to Constantinople.

Delay also has been caused 
by the arrival of military trains, bring­ 
ing reinforcements to the concent™ 
lion camp. 
The council of ministers took de 
mantis of tho troops under considera 
tion. 
The first of these seems to be 
easy of solution, provided the deputies 
agree to return. 
The second demand, 
however, involving the punishment of 
the ringleaders, will he difficult to 
meet and may cause trouble. 
Constantinople is now tranquil, the 
city having assumed a normal aspect, 
although the public is exceedingly 
nervous and apprehensive. The gar­ 
rison appears to be under better disci­ 
pline and the troops have taken the 
oath on the Koran to remain quiet 
and obey their officers. 
The artillery, 
which came into the capitol from 
Hademkoi Saturday and whfch made 
preparations to return, decided to re­ 
main in Constantinople. The Saloniki 
troops 
immediately installed 
them 
selves at Hademkoi on the departure 
of the artillery and announced their 
determination not to relinquish theii 
position. 
According to the latest news from 
Adana, missionaries do not dare tc 
leave the mission house. They arr 
suffering from lack of provisions and 
medicines and have sent an appeal tc 
the military authorities for protection 
Adana is still burning and it is re 
ported that no less than 3,000 persons 
are homeless at Tarsus.

G. Conklin, a young farmer, shot his 
wife and then threw himself under 
the wheels of a rapidly moving trol­ 
ley car. The woman is still alive, but 
is in a critical condition. 
Conklin is 
dead. 
The couple came to the village ap­ 
parently on the best of terms. 
Mrs. 
Conklin was walking slowly down the 
Btreet slightly in advance of her hus­ 
band when he suddenly drew the re­ 
volver and fired a bullet into her 
brain. 
Flourishing the weapon and 
threatening to kill anyone who touched 
him, Conklin ran down Main street un­ 
til a trolley car came along, running 
at the rate of twenty miles an hour. 
He then dashed into the street and 
threw himself between the front and 
roar trucks of the car. 
The car was

Bainbridge Claimed He Was the V ic­ 
tim of a Diabolical Plot.

the effects of William E. Bainbridge, 
confidential agent of the United States 
treasury department in charge of its 
Paris custom bureau, who committed 
suicide Saturday.

TELLS STORY OF THE WRECK 


Cleveland Man 8aw the Fishing Tug 
Floss Sink. 
Cleveland. April 17.—That the fish­ 
ing tug George A. Floss was battered 
to pieces by waves and its hulk with 
a crew of seven men sunk to the bot­ 
tom of Lake Erie in the storm of April 
6 has been established. George Mc­ 
Laughlin, keeper of a* crib four miles 
out, was an eyewitness to the disaster 
and it was he who told the story of 
the fate of the tug. 
McLaughlin was alone in the crib 
at the time of the calamity and when 
he came to Cleveland he talked with 
a human being for the first time since 
the Floss sank. He did not Rnow that 
the fate of the boat was a mystery. 
According to 
McLaughlin’s story 
the Floss went down after a fierce bat­ 
tle with the wind and waves. 
“I first saw’ the Floss east of the 
crib,” said McLaughlin. “The waves 
were sweeping over her deck find the 
boat was being tossed about like a 
feather. I could not see any men on 
board, but I believe the crew was 
there, for it was apparent that some 
one was trying to steer the boat to­ 
ward the shore. Faintly I could hear 
the distress signal blowing. 
“I tried to signal the boat to come 
to the crib, but I could neither make 
myself seen nor heard. 
“The waves tore away the cabin 
and other upper parts of the craft. 
Finally a heavy wave swept over the 
Floss, there was a terrific explosion 
which sounded like the bursting of a 
boiler and when the spray had cleared 
the Floss had gone down.”

$240,000,

of It there was a protest, Britain eon- 
tending that the ni¿ain as a petty ruler 
hod no business to spend nocb a sum 
for n jewel when th e re were so many 
better uses for the money in his terri 
tory. A large Installment of the money 
Ipid been paid, but after this protest 
the nlfuim tried to crawl out of his 
bargain. The syndicate, however, would 
not let him do so, and the case went ; 
into the English courts. 
Crawford while In New York in 1882 
told tills story to his uncle, Sam Ward, 
who liked It greatly and urged him to 
make a short story out of it nnd pub- ; 
lish it. Crawford wrote one which Fn 
ole Sam liked, but the author did not 
like it, and lie rewrote II in fuller 
form. 
Tills was “Mr, Isaacs,“ which 
swept at once into great popularity 
nnd turned its author Into his life j 
work of novelist ami historian. 


When Cruwford left Cambridge uni j 
versify in England he went to Carls 
nihe, the capital of Baden. Germany, 
to continue the study of mathematics j 
and to learn German. 
Crawford pos­ 
sessed the “gift of to n g u e s ." 
Born at 
the Baths of I.men and not sent until 
he was twelve years old to this conn 
try, where lie spent three years at St. 
Pauls, Omeord, Italian was his na 
tive tongue, and he spoke French 
equally well. 
It did not take him i 
long to learn German at Carlsnibe. lie 
joined a corps, became immensely pop­ 
ular among his fellow students and ! 
was the equal of tin* h e s t of them In 
wielding the s< hlagel. 
Uis attendance 
at one ©f the corps’ km ipen nearly 
brought his career to an untimely end. 
It " a s the custom in Carlsinhe in 
those days, and may be the custom 
now, to turn off tlie gas at the main 
at midnight, by which time all good 
7itizms were siq»posed to be safe and 
•OUnd asleep in lied, and to turn it on 
again at 0 in the morning 
"Frank*' 
( ’rawford one evening left the gas 
turned down low In his bedroom when 
lie started for a knelpe. 
He returned 
to his lodgings soon after midnight, 
forgot about having left the gas turn 
cd on and got into bed in the dark. 
When the valet of the corps arrived 
the next morning to awaken him V*» 
attend a lecture a t tin* polytechnleum 
lie found the room full of gas and the 
future author of “Mr. Isaacs" appar­ 
ently dead. 
It took two doctors sever­ 
al hours to pull Crawford through. 


In Mr. Crawford's beautiful villa, 
near Naples, there is in operation a 
modern system of American plumbing 
The devices when introduced were un 
know n to the native plumbers, and Mr. 
Crawford was compelled to install tlie 
Improvements himself, accepting such 
,iid as the local mechanics could give 
When the novelist was about ready b 
turn on the water, he ordered a serv­ 
ant to go upstairs and open a faucet 
and as soon as the w ater appeared to 
rap on the pipe two times. 
Seated on 
the edge of a bathtub, serenely smok­ 
ing his pipe, hammer in hand, ihe serv­ 
ant awaited the moment when he was 
to give the signal. 
Fuknowingly the 
man had opened the pipe for the 
shower bath, and the waters from over­ 
head descended upon the unsuspecting 
menial. 
He forgot the signal, but 
rushed to the cellar shouting that wn 
ter was pouring from all sides. 
“Why didn’t you rap?” demanded 
Mr. Crawford, turning o(T the water. 
"Because I got orders about water 
coming up from beneath, not from 
above," said the man, trying to drain 
the water from ins flooded pipe. 


A well known man of letters was 
telling stories at a literary club in 
Boston one night, w hen he was re­ 
minded of an encounter between a 
Bostonian professing a l«>\<‘ of art for 
a rt’s sake and F. Marion Crawford, 
the novelist.

Reports from Bishop. Inyo county, 
Cal., indicate that porcupines are seri­ 
ously damaging tlie lodge pole pine 
for«*sts of the eastern slope of the 
Sierras.
